30, Is not this great Babylon that I have 
built, ſatth Nebuchadnezzar, for the houſe of my 
kingdom, and for the honour of my majeſty. De- 
condly, pꝛide is tn the loks, Prov.6.17, A proud 
look and a lying tongue, the Lord hates, David 
ſatth, Plalm 131.

Mine mozs ſad examples J might give you. 
of Gods heady judgements aga(nff pzoud per- 
ſons , but I ſhall conclude all with this ons 
moſt fearfnl cxample, which is as folioweth : 
A Geontlewoman of Antwerp, a very rich Per- 
chants daughter being invited to a Wedding, 
ſhe thereupon made great pꝛeparation foz the 
docking of der ſelf in curtons and coſtly At- 
tyze, to which end ſhe curi'd her heir, and dy- 
od her locks, after which the painted her fice 
with ſundze oyntments, to make her ſelf (ſ@m 
moze beautiful; but ſo curious was ſhe, that 
nons could be had to make her cloathes fine 
enongh'foz her: this Gentlewoman being pzt- 
ding der ſelf up in her glaſs, could not make 
bor cloathes if fine enough to ber cnrtqns fan- 
cy, at which the being in great rage, began to 
ban and curſe moſt Fozribly, caſting the cloa hs 
under her fet, wiſhing the Devil might te ke 
ber i over ſhe put on any of them again; whcre- 
upon ({mmedtately upon the ſame, the Dovil by 


Govs juſt per miſlion, transfozming himſelf in- 
fo 
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bother, the dodil wzung het neck in ſunder from 
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fo the ſhape and likeneſs of a ponng min, as 
bzade and finical as her ſolf in ontward appea · 
rance, came in to her,pzotending to bo a ſuiter 


' unto her, and ſœing der thus paſſionate, and 


in ſach a peifing chafe, de demanded ot hor ths 
canſe thereof, which che making known to him, 
bs pzoſently deſired het to permit him to dzoſs 


her, pzomiling to hor that hs would diligently 


pleaſe her in all reſpects, and thorgnpon hs be- 
gan to dzeſs and avozn her after a moſt neat 
and curious manner, which hs ſon finiſhed, to 
ter great content and itklng; inſomach, that 

2 beholdingher ſelt in a glaſs, as the Devil 
bid her, bocams groatly taken and enamoured 
with her perſon; after'Which (alnting one ans 


her Chouldore,ſo that ſhe vied moſt miſerably,hor 
body which ſhe had befoze'ſo painted and ſpot- 
ted being metamozphozod moſt ttrangoly into 
black and blow colours, mott loathfonis to ba⸗ 
bold; and hor fats which was bofoze ſo amozous, 
became now ſo leathſoms, fearful, and defozuy- 
od, that it was a mott dzeadfal ſpectacis to bg- 
hold; wherenpon a rich Toffin was pzovided 
by her friends, and her loathſome carkaſs put 
therein, and codgred oder with moſt rich and 
colkly clothes: at tho time appointed foz ths 
burtal of hor vile bovy, four men immediatale 
aſlared to {ft up the = couldnot * 
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bly fir it at all, after which fir men aſſayed to 
faks it up, but could not once io much as move 
it from ths ground; whereat the ſanders by 
greatly mardelling, cauſed the ſaid Coffin to 
bs opened, add the body of this pꝛond creatures 
toing taken away, (none knew how) infead 
thereof they found in the Ceffin a black Cat, 
der loathſome and defozmed to behold, ſet⸗ 
ting a Notf, and criſping and curling of Patr, 
to the great fear, hozreur, and ama zement of 
the be holders. 

Thus Chiti ian Reader have J bꝛit ile ſhew- 
ed you this ſad but trus example of Gods wzath 
ageinſt Pzide, and having now pzeſenteo to 
your view this ſad and wofol ſpectacle ; my de- 
fire and advice (x, that all that reads oz bears 
of it, eſpectally ali thoſs-who delight them in 
painting and decking themſelves up in paide, 
as this pzond perſon did, that by ccnſidering 
and lokirigupon this (ad example, inffeap of 
ioking'tmtheir own Loking-glaſs, they may 
behold. anvſ& their own ſins, and be aſhimed 
of their evil wayes, fo2 fear left the ſame God, 
who is yeerday and fozgver the ſame, inflia 
upon them ths like, it not maze ſgderg punich⸗ 
ments.

Pon have ſen now what this ſin of pꝛide is, 
tegether with the ſoze evils thereof, and the ſad 
judgements that ars thzeatned againf it in ths 
wozd of God, with the heavy talamittes that 
habe bofallen Angels, Kingdome, and perſons 
foz this fin of pꝛzids: © then J-boſeech you, and 
intreatrov in the fear of the Lozd, as yon lodg 
pour ow1.\.-nle,and as you would not habe theſs 
ſad jodgements and -calamities befall you, 
leath this acturſed in and abhoz it. Bow ma- 
nx pq members of Jeſus Ch;if might be fed 
and cloathed with ſach things as are daily and 
pour ly n&dl:fly and ſupei gaouſly wal ed and 
ſpent in pzide and vanity? J dare boldly ſay, 
that there ned not bs a paw} man oz woman fn 
Englang,that Chould want either fob to eat, © 
ctot hes to put on, if but ths tenth part of wha 
is vainly ſpent ia pzids and wickedneſs, might 
be ſpared, and given to the pz. Yow many 
thonſands are therg ſpent pearly to maintain

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this atceurſe d arid abominable fin of pzide?Bow 
"many are there, that if a po man want bat a 
penny, oz a farthing, will ſay ther have it not: 
But when ths devil pzompts them on to pzids 
and to paint themſelves, curl and powder their 


locks, and to ſpot rbefr faces with black patch- 


es, they can finde money eriongh. Pany there 
are whoſe faces God hath mads fair and bean- 
toons , and rot, as though God hath not done 
bis part by them, oz as it they could mend Gods 
wozkmanſhip, they ſpend both their time and 
Eftafes to paint end adozn themſelves, and 
thoreby become loathſome in ths eyes of ths 
L,020;as thataccurſed wzetch pzoud Jezabel did, 
2 Kings 9.30, Jezabel painted her fate, and tired 
bar head; and ſho was thzown ont of the very 
window, where ſhe was painting and pꝛank⸗ 
ing her ſelf tu her pꝛide, and ſo daſhed to pieces 
again the walls, and trodden under foot to 
death, and the dogs eat hor fleſh, ſo that nothing

wanton woman did to pigaſs her winton laſts
